He ‘kriows better, but 
as his object is doubtless to make poli- 
tical capital out of that question, we 
have no objection to the Doctor doing 
so, if the electors whdm he addresses 
choose to’ be caught by -so baitless a 
hook. Mr. DeCosmog’ address is very 
brief, but at the same time explicit 
upon most points of general public in- 
terest. Like the Doctor, he will advo- 
cate “the greatest retgenchment in the 
current expenditure of. the Govern- 
ment, compatible with the efficiency 
of the public service,’t a “reduction of 
taxation,” anda “revision of our finan- 
cial policy.” What he means to sug- 
gest under the latter head, he does not 
indicate, but. possibly it may be the 
abolition of the road#tolls and in lieu 
thereof the imposition of tonnage dues 
upon all goods entering the port of 
Victoria to'an amoant equal to the 
decrement which stich abolition of 
the road tolla would; occasion to the 
general revenue. Ifs0, we commend 
the idea. The address, on the whole,
